Twenty Operators Working in Shifts. 
Telephone Business Increased 
30 Per Cent 


One of the busiest places in the 
busiuea# world and likewise one of 
the least known or heard about is an 
up-to-date telephone exchange. How 
often has the average person using 
a telephone stopped to th ink of what 
happens after lie has taken th** tele­ 
phone from the hook 
and 
given 
“ n u m b e r” 
to 
cen tra l? 
In 
nearly 
every case the party calling, just 
natura lly th inks th a t by lifting tin* 
receiver he is face to face wit Ii any 
one he wishes to talk to. 


The connecting, mechanically, one 
party with another by telephone Ii* 
certainly one of the wonders brought 
about by the use of electrUity. 
It 
was a revelation 
to 
th e 
reporter 
when enlightened by th e b u al jnana 
ger of the N orthwestern Telephone 
Company into the w orkings of a m od­ 
ern 
telephone exchange. 
The first 
thing noticed when entering th e te l­ 
ephone operating room is tile peculi­ 
ar flickering of h u n d red s of lights; 
tiny, and every one having nothing 
to do with the other. 
These lights, 
the reporter was 
told, 
represent* d 
subscribers calling “ C entral.’’ 
This 
light is caused to “ b u r n ’’ by the s u b ­ 
scriber lifting th e receiver off th* 
hook. 
As soon as the light burns, 
an operator is right there with n 
“ p lu g " connected 
to a cord. 
Th* 
plug is placed with lightning speed 
Into a “ ja c k ’’ below the light, and 
the operato r Is heard to say, “ nom 
ber .please.” 


T he next noticed Is, operato r lek 
ing a corresponding cord with the 
left hand and is heard to repeat n u m ­ 
ber. evidently the num ber asked for 
by party calling. 
T he plug c o n n e c t­ 
ed with cord held in th* 
left hand 
is th en placed In on© of a great 
num ber of holes 
called 
“ multlpl* 
jacks.” 
By closer investigation one 
notices there is a number alongst*! 
of th ij hole aud the num ber is th 
I same sa the n u m b er repeated back 
to tile subscriber calling. 
The tip 
erat bin seems to be *u rapid as t* 
be all one operation, no unseen*: ary 
moves being mad**. 


One 
notices 
also. 
a 
cont inturn 
bum of m any voice*, not loud. amt 
there being many -ounds, none ar* 
audible. 
These hums arc caused by 
operators 
repeating 
numbers 
ami 
Hounds of plugs being placed In th** 
“ Jacks” corresponding 
to 
n um ber 
called. 
The m anager state 
a great 
deal of confusion is caus**! by s u b ­ 
scribers giving a number cither thnq 
the n u m b e r lo* wishes 
to 
talk 
to 
T Ii Im is caused no doubt, by the s u b ­ 
scriber looking up a n u m b e r in th* 
telephone directory and then trails 
posing the n um be r when giving it to 
th e operator. 
Naturally, if for In­ 
f l a m e “ 357” Is 
wanted 
and 
su b 
scriber gives operato r as “ 375” , he 
will get an o th e r party than th** on* 
he wished to talk to. 


If the public, in general, would 
talk closer to the mouth piece (not 
more than one half inch from mouth 
piece), it 
would help th** opera tor 
materially. 
Anoth er great mistake, 
and <ine which delays service, fg th* 
habit of a nub**riber asking the op 
era to r about different things, aa for 
Instance 
“ Do you know if tto-and-Ho 
baa a telephone,” or other questions. 
Th*-**- questions should 
always 
b< 
answered by th* chief operator and 
never by the operato r who answers 
your call. 
The operator In instruct 
« d at all Times to be attentive aud to 
accommodate th* subscriber, but if 
she take 
time to answer these ques­ 
tions some one cite ha- to wait to 
get a number he Is calling.
